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CORN SEED 


ny 


The past season was the most un- 
favorable corn year in Southern Al- 
besta for over a decade. It was cool 
at both ends and hot and dry in the 
middle. But it was not bad enough 
to blight the hopes of those who have 
seen in corn one of the most promis- 
{ng fodder and grain crops for this 
part of the country. On the con- 
trary it demonstrated that by plant- 
ing suitable varieties on well prepared 
land and keeping them well cultivated 
it is possible to grow good crops of 
corn under conditions that prove fa- 
tal to wheat and oats, 

This was demonstrated on many 
farms oven g wide range of territory 
even where soil conditions for the 
corn were far from ideal. When 
corn and oats or corn and wheat were 
planted under similar oconditions and 
the corn given reasonably good culti- 
vation the corn in many _ instances 
hung on during the hot dry weather 
of July that proved fatal to the small 
grains. When the late rains came 
the corn revived and produced a fair 
crop while Russian thistles smothered 
the oats and wheat. Ina few in- 
stances where corn was planted on 
good summerfallow a crop was har- 
vested that would be a credit any 
year, : 

* Not ali, by any means, of the corn 
planted produced a crop. Some of it 
never even started and many fields 
were abandoned >to Russian thistle 
when general crop conditoins looked 
so blue, but when it was well looked 
after no other crop did so well. It 
Promises to go along way toward solv- 
ing the feed problem when it is given 
a fair try out on the average farm,
